Boer Head Langcr, T.adysmlth, 
Thursday, Fob. 8.— The British who 
were In poiMMlon of the kopj^ot He- 
len's drift abandoned it after a bom- 
bardment by Boer canon in the morn- 
ing and retired across the river to their 
former i^ltlon. A deialtory canon* 
ade Is proceeding at the Tugela, but 
otherwise everything Is quiet. 



London, Feb. 9. — Up to the present 
time the war oflBce has evidently 
heard nothing of Oeneral BuUer's re- 
treat as described in the despatch 
from the Boer Head Laager. When 
shown the Boer despatch the ofDcials 
appeared utterly dumbfounded. Ap- 
parently h^d not the least BUi>- 
pielon of th^. possibility of such an 
outcome o£ theopcration.s. The news of 
another retirement Ih exceedingly bit- 
ter t9 the Bj(lU«lk> «nd though it comes 
from Boer soorces there is little dis- 
posltloh to discredit It. The news 
spread rapidly and naturally disap- 
pointment was visible on all sides, 
although the long silence from the 
Upper Tugela had already aroused ap- 
prehension that Oeneral Buller might 
have found it impossible to go forward, 
in which case he would have no option 
but to ra*cross the river. 

A despatch dated Frere Camp Thurs- 
day, but prol)ably written within the 
advanced lines on Wednesday, Feb. 7, 
and sent to Frere by runner, says: 
"The forces of the enemy are on botli 
our flanks and continue to render our 
position extremely difScuIt to main- 
tain." 

Beyond the fact that Oeneral Buller 
devoted Wednesday to bringing more 
artillery and troops across the Tugela, 
nothing Is known of his movements 
but that he badly needed reinforce- 
ments is eveldenced from the foregoing 
from Frere. It is stiU more patent 
that it is impossible for htm to ad- 
vance until the artillery has been en- 
abled to take up forward positions for 
the purpose of subduing the Boer guns 
on both flanks. Upon the length of 
time occupied in this operation de- 
pends the duration of General Buller's 
malntainance of the defensive. 

It is not yet clear whether Oeneral 
lleDmuild's qtovement to the west of 
OfMirtl Methuen's camp Is anything 
more than a reconnaissance in force to 
protect a fresh advance from Belmont 
to Douglas, and the skirmishing still 
In progress Is Indecisive. 

Oeneral Gatacrc has strengthened 
his outposts north and west of Sterks- 
troom, which was threatened with at- 
tack( but has not massed his forces 
for an iidTf^n^' toward the Orange 
river. General French was bombard- 
ing the enemy's position vigorously 
T|iQrsday from Coleskop, but bis man- 
onvres have not yet been crowned with 
success. The Dutch In that quarter 
h^ve be^n heavily rflHsfflrpMli and are 
no longer acting on the defensive, but 
■re taking up new positions between 
Coleeburg and Phillppstown, in the dl-

British Beaten Hack. 
Boer Laager, Ladysmith, Wednes- 
tay. Feb. T.^-An armored train made 

a sortie from Chleveley towards Co- 
lenso and landed 2,000 British troops 
on the right of the Boer position. 
The Boers immediately crossed the 
river and made an attack with rifles 
and artillery, forcing tho withdrawal 
of both the train and the troops to 
Chleveley. 

Rrltlsh Uepulseci. 
Pretoria, Monday, Feb. 5. — Colonel 
Plumer's force, Feb. L, attacked the 
Boer position near Ramonsta and after 
heavy fighting, including an endeavor 
to take the place by storm, the Brit- 
ish were repulsed. Their loss is un- 
known. No Boers were iniONd. 

Mutiny of Soudimose. 
Tyondon, Feb. 9.— A special despatch 
form Cairo says the mutiny of Soudan- 
ese troops at Khartoum has assumed 
serious proportions and is cgusing 
great anxiety. 

DIVIB IOg OF S AMOA. 

Natlvee Chagrined at the Nevre and 
an Uprising Ensues. 

San Francisco, Feb. 9.— Samoan ad- 
vices received by the steamer Alameda 
are to the effect that the agreement 
between the three ppwers as to the di- 
vision of the Samoan group, has but 
little real trouble, though the Maliotu i 
and Mataafa factions were somewhat 
discontented, the Mataafans blaming 
the Malietoans for causing the trouble 
which bro'igiit about this result and 
vice versa. Reiiorts have been receiv- 
ed in Apia that Aaana and Savaii, the 
followers of Mataafa, chagrined at the 
news of the division of the Islands 
resolved that the Malletoan adherents 
who had returned to thefr homes must 
be driven out of those districts. A 
large force of Mataafa men attacked 
tbe homes of tho Malietoans, routed 
the residents out and set lire to tbe 
houses, and later drove the Inhabit- 
ants to Saliemoa. 

Steiinier Ashore. 
New York, Feb. 9. — The steamer 
Gate City, of the Qcean fteamshlp 
company's Savannah line, which went 

ashore In the fog at Great South Beach, 
lies inside of the outer bar with her 
bow bent. The vessel Is in good con- 
dition and will probably float when 
lightened of her cargo of cotton, the 
cooks, waiters and bartender.s wi^re 
taken off the Gate City in the Breeches 
buoy. The crew will not be permitted 
to land until the captain receives or- 
ders from the ship owners. 

Free Colnase Bill. 

Washington, Feb. 9. — Senator Jones 
(Ark.) introduced a free silver coinage 
substitute for the pending currency 
bill. The substitute provide^ tha^ tbe 
mints of tbe United Statfs B|kiall beopen 
to the coinage of silver and there shall 
be coined dollars of the weight of 412V^ 
grains troy, of standard silver 9-10 
line, as provldfd \fjr t^e af| pt Jan. 18, 
1887, upon the samo teraM and subject 
to the limitations and provisions of 
law regulating the coinage ^d legal 
tender quality of gold.

Cincinnati, O.. Feb. 0.— Former Gov- 
ernor Bradley and other counsel from 
Kentucky have prepared their peti- 
tions, which are to be heird before 
Judge Taft in the United States Court 
of Appeals next Monday afternoon. 
Governor Bradley, was emphatic In 
stating that the petitions in no wise 
affected either Governor Taylor or 
Lieutenant Governor Marshal, auJ 
therefore would not in any manner 
conflict with the pending conferences 
for an agreement 

The flrst petition la one in which 
the licpubiican state ofhcers, other 
than governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor, pray for an order restraining 
Democratic contestors from further in- 
terfering with the plaintiffs in the per- 
formance of their sworn duties. The 
petition recites how the returns from 
119 county boards of elections showed 
that they were elected and how the 
state board of election in canvassins 
the returns con!lrmed their election. 

The second petition is brought in be- 
half of citisens ol Louisville and other 
parts of Kentucky against th* state 
board of rle<;tion coramisslonem tO re- 
strain said board from further inter- 
ruption with the government of tho 
commonwealth and it sets forth at 
great length the facts in connection 
with the election of last November, 
and the disturbances to business and 
the best Interests of the commonwealth 
that have been brought about "through 
the efforts of contestants to reverse 
the result of said clt rfion " 

Governor Bradley was called, to 
Louisville later In the day. As he was 
engaged with attorneys here on work 
that was important, it is thought that 
there is some new development In 
Kentucky affairs. 

Judge James Anderaon Scott and 
Hon. Robert J. Breckinridge, counsel 
for the defendants, called on Judge 
Taft and requested a copy of the bill. 
Judge Taft stated that he had no copy 
and had not seen the bill. He referr- 
ed both to ex-Govemor Bradley and 
Mr. W. H. Mackoy. Judge Scott was 
one of Governor Goebel's attorneys 
and is now counsel for Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, who Is the Democratic contest- 
ant for attorney general, and one of 
the defendants In the pending cases. 
Scott and Hreckiiiridge arrived shortly 
before Bradley left and did not get to 
see the latter, but they were afterward 
In consultation with Mr. Mackoy, tbe 
resident counsel In the case, and from 
bim received a copy of the petitions. 

Republican Conference. 
Frankfort, Ky.. Feb. 9.— It Is likely 
a Kencral meeting of Repul)licanB will 
be held here Saturday to consider the 
peace agreement as at Louisville. For 
the last week Governor Taylor ha> 
been receiving telegrams by the Inin- 
dred from all parts of the state in>;:ii^ 
bim to stand firm and not to surren- 
der anything.

Their names are SI 
las Jones, of Whitley oounty, and 
Gottschalk, of Nelson county. The 
men are said to have slept In the exe- 
cutive building for a time and they 
will be kept in confinement until some- 
thing more definite as to their where- 
abouts Is known at the tine of tbn 
assaslnatlon. Both strongly deny any 
knowledge of the murder. 

Situation Unchanged.

U'lth Solemn Punip the Hero of Three 

Whta Is Laid to Kent. 

Washington, Feb. 9.— Major Oeneral 
Denry W. Lawtbn was burled In tlie 
National cemetery at Arlington. Tbe 
services at the grave were preceded by 
those at the Church of the Covenant 
in this city, where President H. M. 
IHxyker, of Hamilton college. New 
?ork, delivered a funeral oration that 
has seldom been equaled in beauty of 
expression. Nearly iill the available 
troops of the regular fbtablishment re- 
maining In this country were called 
out. Three thousand men, Infantry, 
cavalry and artillery, followed the flag- 
draped caisson to the grave. Kvery 
department of tho government paid its 
ofllclal tribute. Flags hung at half- 
mast. The president and his cabinet, 
representatives of the Supreme court, 
of the house and senate, and of the 
army and navy, all combined to fill 
the darkened church to Its utmost 

Great crowds witnessed the funeral 
cortege. With a rumble of wheels and 
clash of trace-chains, field and siege 
batteries Joined tbe procession and 
the hero of three wars moved on his 
last march to his final restir-; place on 
the Virginia hillside beyond the PotO- 



Senator Clark's fuse. 
Washington, Feb. 9.— A. J. Steele 
was cross examined In the Clark case. 

He said he had participated in the fall 
campaign of 1898 with Mr. Clark's 
friends. He made a trip to Great I'alls 
before the legislative election and also 
another after tbe election. On the 
flrst trip he had taken fTOO which Mr. 
Davidson had given him, and on the 
second $300. Mr. Davidson had also 
given him money for expenses in other 
trips made throughout the state. 
Whenever he wanted money ho went 
to either Mr. Davidson or Mr. Well- 
come. During the sitting of the lenis- 
lature he had received $1,000 from Da- 
vidson and $6,000 or $6,000 from Well- 
come. 

For HobqIuIu'b Destitute. 

Washington, Feb. 9.— At the cabinet 
session the princ ipal subjec t. of discus- 
sion was the plague situation in Ha- 
waii. It waa pointed out that the ne- 
cessities of the case required the de- 
struction of a large number of cabins 
in the poorer sections of the city of 
Honolulu and that in consequence, 
many of the natives are homeless and 
in a destitute condition. It Is under- 
stood to be the purpose of President 
McKinley to communicate the facts to 
congress with a request for authority 
to re-convene the old legislature, or to 
establish a committee with power to 
do whatever is needful at this time. 

Plague Petering Out. 

San Francii-co, l-'cb. 9.— The stoamer 
Alameda arrived here from Australian 
ports via Samoa and Honolulu. The 
Alameda waa ordered to quarantine, 
but Dr." Kinyoun. state quarantine of- 
ficer, reported that up to Feb. 2 there 
had been no new cases of plague at 
Honolulu since Jan. 86. There were 
7,400 Japanese and Chinese in quaran- 
tine at Honolulu and three detention 
camps have bMH established. 

Murdered liani^rd. 
New York. Feb. 9.— James K. Brown, 
colored, was hanged In the Hudson 
county Jail at Jersey City for the mur- 
der of Policeman Charles Oebhart In 
Hoboken. The police say Brown was 
a professional burglar. He killed Geb- 
hardt when the latter tried to arrest 
him on suspicion In July, 1898. 

Iq th^ Senate. 
Washington, Feb. 9.— ^heu the sen- 
ate convened Mr. Allison presented the 
credentials of his colleague, John H. 
Gear, re-elected senator from Iowa 
for a term of six years from March 4, 
1901. The credentials wer« filed. The 
senate adjourned to attend thf Obse- 
quies of General LAWton.

Columbus, O.. Feb. 9.— At Friday's 

half-day session of the house of rep- 
resentatives an avalanche of bills flow- 
ed into the hopper. A large numbor 
are of Interest, as follows: 

Fixing salary of treasurer of Ham- 
ilton at $1,000; exempting the tnnda 
of Quakers from taxation; creating a 
board of review of three members for 
Cleveland; making railways responsi- 
ble for injury to employes when inju- 
ries occur through negligence of fel-

for Ohio centennial. 

A bill was introduced authorizing 
the state board of agriculture to issue

grounds.

on Memorial day, lixing the penalty 
for violatioT/ at $100 and 10 days. 

Dills passed: Providing that Judges 
of Insolvency court of Cleveland be 
paid salary of $l.'..".(iO out of county 
funds in.'^te.'id of by fees; to create a 
police pension fund in Youngstown 
and Akron out of one-half the insur- 
ance tax. 

The normal school bill was defeated 
by a vote of 52 to 44. ^ 

At noon the house adjoumed until 
next Tuesday afternoon. 

Opponents of the Clark local option 
bill concluded not to try to have tho 
vote by which It was passed in tho 
house reconsidered Friday. This does 
not mean that no attempt will be 
made. The bouse rules provide that 
a vote may be reconsidered within 
three days of actual session. Recon- 
sideration may therefore be made at 
the Tuesday evening se.s'slon. 

.Senate Proceedings. 

In the senate Mr. Marchant intro- 
duced a bill providing that Ohio shall 
impose the same restrictions and re- 
quirement.^ upon fraternal insuranci 
atbociatioua orgaiiized in other states 
and doing bu.siness in Ohio that are 
placed by those states upon such asso- 
c;atlons organised In Ohio.

a fanatic. Colonel T. C. Campbell talked 
entertainiiigly in reply to tbe question : 
"Hmt* yo« thoai^t of the relatloBahlp 

between the three tragedies ''" 

"No, they are wholly unlike. Lincoln 
was murdered by a a crack-brained actor, 
Oarfleld was shot in a public depot by an 
insane man, who was improperly hung 
for it. Goebel was shot by a rifleman 
from out the window of the Executive 
Building. The firing of tbe shot was tbe 
result of a plan of education and orders 
given by thoee who thought they were 
renderirg the State a service by murder^ 
in;,' a man who could not be controlled 
by tbe parties and factions heretofore 
controlling Kentaeky. 

There is a historical tragedy somewhat 
in line with the Goebel incident. Cas- 
slas, Brutus and a number of other Ro- 
mans, believing the state was in danger 
by the ambition of Julius Caesar, entered 
into a conspiracy and killed Caesar in 
the Senate Chamber. At this point tbe 
similarity between tbe two tragedies 
cease. The Roman conspirators having 
determined upon Caesar's death, faced 
bim In the Senate and drove their dag- 
gers info his heart. The Kentucky con- 
spirators did not have tbe courage of tbe 
Roman prototjrpes and they caosed Qoe- 
bel's assassination to take place from 
concealment in the Executive Building. 
Another difference exists between the 
Roman and the Kentucky assassination. 
The Roman murderers were all known. 
The Kentucky marderert will beoome 
known in time."
